More than $100,000 annually 
will be lost by Palm Beach County 
if the big lake is divided. By a 
special formula based on a coun- 
ty’s acreage, the state gasoline 
taxes are divided among Florida's 
67 counties. Bond issues will be up- 
set and the SRD tax formula will 
be disrupted if any change is made 
in the county’s boundaries, Rardin 
said. 

If the division becomes a reality 
Glades County, Okeechobee, Hen- 
dry and Martin will take large 
chunks out of the area now held 
by Palm Beach County. Palm 
Beach County has more than the 
loss of secondary gas tax funds to 
worry about if the bill should pass, 
Rardin said. At least two out- 
standing county bond issues, which 
have pledged receipts from those 
funds, cold be in trouble.

TALLAHASSEE — Florida cat- 
tlemen will find it easier and less 
expensive to meet brucellosis re- 
quirements on. imported replace- 
‘ments for their beef cattle herds 
after May 1. à 

Commissioner of Agriculture 
Doyle Conner today signed a mod- 
ified regulation, to be effective on 
that date, governing the importa- 
tion of beef ca’‘lc into the state 
from modified cortified brucelosis 
areas. The change was recommend- 
ed by the technical advisory .com- 
mittee of the Division of Animal 
Industry. 

According to Dr, G. L. Campbelt, 
division director, under the new 
regulation cattle originating in 
modified. certified brucellosis areas 
in other states can be handled as 
though they came from certified 
herds, 

Imports of dairy cattle, Dr. 
Campbell pointed out, are NOT 
affected by the new reguylaiton. 

Previous requirements ‘specified 
that any beef cattle imports be (1) 
Calf vaccinates, or (2) originaté 
from a certified herd with one neg- 
ative test or (3) show two’ nega- 
tive tests at point of origin (with- 
in 90 days and 30 days of ship- 
ment) and then be held in isolation 
for 30 days at point of destination 
and then ur j another test.
